Detectives Stand at Hand to Ar- 
rest All ‘‘Repeaters’’ at 
First Misstep. 


WARD HEELERS GET COIN 


Told Not to Pay More than $2 to 
Each Floater; $1 Is Named 
as Average “Reward.” 


WAYMAN AND OWENS TO HELP 


Charging that 5,000 illegal voters are pre- 
paring to cast ballots at today’s election, 
and, with information that at least 10,000 
more votes are to be cast and counted illegal- 
ly, the Merriam campaign committee last 
night gave final instructions to the largest 
army of anti-fraud election workers and 
watchers that was ever mobilized in Chicago 
to guard the ballots. 

Every man who attempts to vote illegally, 
every election official who tries to commit a 
fraudulent act, and every ward heeler who 
violates a section of the election law with 
respect to intimidating, bribing, or illegally 
influencing a voter will lay himself liable to 
Arrest by investigators and officers working 
from no fewer than six centers of activity. 

Besides the scores of private detectives 
working from the Burns detective agency and 
the Merriam headquarters, in the Grand Pa- 
cific hotel, special emissaries will be in the 
“ fraud ward fields from the office of State's 
Attorney Wayman, and his assistants will 
be on the job all day in the Criminal Court 
building ready to start immediate grand 
jury prosecution of any violater of the elec- 
tion law. 

Judge Owens to Help. 

County Judge Owens, who has ordered 200 
special officers to watch suspected polling 
places throughout the day, will be at his 
office to direct the campaign for a dean elec- 
tion from the minute the polls open until the 
vote is counted. At the offices of the election 
commisioners the fraud bureau. with a score 
of men in reserve and other scores at the poll 
ing places, will be ready to answer to fraud 
calls all day long. In addition to these pre- 
cautions special police reserves will be held

In the 
First ward the lodging houses and saloom 
hangouts were filled to their capacity last 
night with the scourings of the levee dis- 
tricts and many strangers from out of town. 

Detaills of the vote buying system to be 
inaugurated in the First ward early this 
morning were carried to the Merriam head- 
quarters last night. Thé operatives reported 
that a price of $1 a head had been fixed, with 
a maximum figure of $2. Andy Craig’s saloon 
was named as the meeting place for the vote 
buyers to congregate, and from there the 
buyers were instructed to cover each of the 
lodging houses of the ward to purchase votes. 

As an incentive to get votes for 81, it was 
asserted that a commission of 50 cents a head 
was promised to the buyers who managed 
to get the voters at that figure.

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POLICEMAN SHOT 
IN LABOR BATTLE 


Revolver Fight of Unionists 
Takes Place in Front of 
Police Headquarters. 


GET NOLAN AFTER CHASE. 


As the result of a running battle between 
warring labor unionists yesterday afternoon 
in front of the central police headquarters 
near the West Madison street bridge one pa- 
trolman was shot in the head and narrowly 
escaped death and a steamfitter ally received 
a bullet in one foot. 

Some twenty shots were fired, causing a 
stampede of pedestrians, while Inspector 
lavin witnessed the guerr.lla warfare from 
his second story window. Prompt pursuit by 
the police resulted in the capture of three of 
the participants, one being Jack Nolan, for 
whom detectives have been searching in con- 
nection with the shooting of Lytle T. McAr- 
thur by Vincent Altman @ few weeks ago. 
This feud resulted in the fatal shooting of 
Altman at the Briggs house barroom. 


Two Men Are Shot 


The wounded were: 

Policeman James J. McGuire, 4313 Wabash 
avenne, scalp wound. Taken to Iroquois hospital 
and later to county hospital, 

D. J. Sullivan, 2349 Clifton Park avenne, 
piano polisher, shot in left foot; charged with 
disorderly conduct and admitted to ball. 

Nolan, who is held pending investigation, 
was indicted with Altman in connection with 
the shooting of McArthur, an arganizer for 
a teamsters’ union at the Open Board of 
Trade. He is accused of shooting both Mc. 
Guire and Sullivan. The other arrest was 
Thomas Flannery, 8817 Archer avenue, a 
eteamfitter, who recently was committed to 
jail by Judge Owens for contempt of court 
in connection with primary frauds and later 
released on a writ of habeas corpus. He 
is said to be an opponent of the Madden 
faction. He was also released on ball. 


Steamfitter Row Cause of Battle. 

The primary cause of the fight was the 
jurisdictional] controversy between the Inter- 
national Association of Steamfitters, recently 
suspended by the American Federation of 
Labor, and the United Association of Steam- 
fitters and Helpers. Steamfitting in the new 
Hearst building at North Market and West 
Madison streets brought about the crisis. 

The prisoners refused to talk, but it 18 al- 
leged that Nolan with other labor siug- 
gers began shooting at Sullivan and some 
companions who were standing near the 
building. The assailed fied across the street 
to a saloon, bu} were followed by some of the 
Nolan faction.

The latter stopped his 
fusillade and sought safety by way of the 
bridge, where Policeman McGylire was sta- 
tioned. As McGuire attempted to seize the 
fleeing man Nolan, according to the police, 
fired again. } 

The bullet struck the peak of the police- 
man’s cap and was defiected, plowing 
through the cloth along the top of bis head. 
It inflicted a severe scalp wound.

The most elab- 
orate preparations ever made by à party on 
the eve of an election were completed by the 
Merriam managers to balk the reported plans 
to steal 15,000 votes.” The information led 
them to believe that all of these efforts to 
defeat the popular will would not be centered 
in the First ward. 

The time for putting out flamboyant and 
extravagant claims to win the “ band wagon 
vote heving passed, it was possible to ob- 
tain from the rival] headquarters their gen- 
ume views of the situation and forecasts of 
the election.

Az even greater reduction of Harrison 
Claima, almost to the vanishing point, was 
made when five Democratic aldermen, who 
hed been claiming eae plurality of 15,000 for 
him, compared notes by wards. When they 
added up their own figures they were sur- 
prised to find that they gave Harrison a lead 
of only 5,500—and that dependent upon Re- 
pubican defections. 

Dven the predictions of ‘ Democratic 
weather” by the government forecaster 
fatieéd to cheer up the Harrisonites, although 
it reduced slightly the estimate of the prob- 
able vote, which most experte had placed at 
between 85 and 90 per cent of the 423,000 reg- 
istration.

A host of canards, but most of them so

ever, when the teamsters were bled for $160, 


One Widow Escapes Levy. 

There were only two widows in the list who 
had to divide their mite with the local 
Democratic campaign treasury.

Part of the wealth of Levi Raven, the 
money lender who was murdered Friday aft- 
ernoon in his tumbledown office at 1425 South 
State street, was found yesterday in a safety 
Geposit box and opened under the direction) 
of John F. Devine, public administrator. Se- 
curities aggregating more than $25,000 in 
value were discovered. A financial agency 
rates Raven’s wealth at from $60,000 to 
$75,000, with first class credit. 

Raven is said by Miss Kate McDonald, who 
worked twenty-six years for him, to have 
carried nearly $50,000 life insurance. None 
of these policies were in the safety deposit 
box. That all important document, the will, 
if Raven ever wrote one, i# also missing. 
There 16 still hope that these papers and the 
proof of addtional wealth are contained in 
the hidden safe in his office, which is yet to 
be opened.

The 
marriage is supposed to have taken place 
at Hammond and the certificate is signed 
by W. A. Jordan, justice of the peace. The 
entire document is typewritten, even the 
signature. 
Raven has a second child, 3 years old, 
which has been adopted by Mrs. Katherine 
Wall, 6812 Loomis street.

Thoroughly imbued with the idea that the 
interests of the rising generation were most 
at stake in the disposition of the cases 
brought before him, Judge Goodnow made 
the phrase for the children’s sake his 
shibboleth in pleading with the almost fall 
ures whose lives he sought to turn back into 
rational channels. 
There was 4 note of pathos in the efforts 
to give the children their chance for whole- 
some family life, against the alternative of 
becoming wards of the city or state. Twin, 
grim visaged specters seemed to sit at either 
elbow of the benevolent judge who was 
working so hard to smooth the tangled des- 
tinies of the poor unfortunates at the bar, 
and to smile/sardonic smiles as each case 
was disposed of. 

They were Poverty and Ignorance, these 
specters, and it is against them, Judge Good- 
now admits, that the court will have its 
hardest battles.

The law must lend a helping hand here, 
and though the hand of steel will be no less 
rigid when necessary than in the criminal 
éourts, the velvet glove that covers it will be 
kept as soft as possible 

To the pessimist in Judge Goodnow’s court, 
missing the fact that the very existence of 
the tribunal is the recognition of the hope 
that remains in the wholesome human heart, 
even for the most degraded and unfortunate, 
it might have seemed yesterday that Poverty 
and Ignorance had the upper hand anò could 
afford to laugh at the efforts to overthow 
them. And of the two, Poverty easily was 
the stronger. 

Sometimes they called him incompatibility, 
sometimes fickleness, sometimes desertion;

Jury Cautioned by Court Later 
Returns Verdict of Guilty 
Against Woman. 


PROSECUTOR IS WARNED. 


Telephone Message Announces He 
Must Quit Case or Die; Alongi 
Case On Tomorrow.

The boldness of the Black Hand in threat- 
ening United States officials and in attempt- 
ing to ewerve the course of justice in the fed-

In delivering his charge to a jury which 
later returned a verdict of guilty against 
Mrs. Santina Pizza, 712 Clark street, indicged 
for bringing Caterina Breszi, 17 years old 
from Italy to Chicago for !mmora! purposes 
in violation of the Mann act, Judge Landis 
sternly warned the jurors to let no threats or 


efforts toward intimidetion influence their 
verdict. 


5 Tells Jurors to Stand Firm. 

During this trial there have been rumors 
of threats being sent to persons prosecuting 
this case, declared Judge Landis. “ Whether 
by enemies or friends of the defendant I do 
not know, nor is it material. a 


I need not say to you thet the man who 
is influenced the fraction of a hair’s breadth — 
by having receivéd a threat is ag guilty ot 
corruption as though he had received a 
money bribe. You men should remember that 
after you leave this jury service you must 
live on. Nowhere in this country or the wide , 
world ig there room fora corrupt man. 

“In arriving at a verdict you must not let 
the thought of any ulterior consequences . 
which may or may not result from your ver- 
dict inſſhence you to the slightest degree. 


Blame Threats for Charge. 

The charge of Judge Landis was delfr ered © 
as a result of threats which were reported to 
have been received by Assistant District At- 
torney A. R. Hulbert. It was said the prose 
cutor was called up on the telephone and 
threatened with death if he did not cease 
the prosecution of the Pizza woman. 

The Rev. G. B. Dingley and his wife. who 
brought the case before the government 
attorneys, reported they have been followed 
constantly by Italian vice trust agents. 
and that an attempt was made to break into 
their housé one night last week. 

The charge of Judge Landis was made the 
basis of a motion for a new trial by At- 
torney Bernard Barassi, counsel for the 
Pizza woman. 


Try Alongi Again Tomorrow. 

The second trial of Gianni Alongt, indicted “ 
on the charge of sending Black Hand letters 
demanding $500 to Carmina Marsalo, a mer- 
chant in the north side Italian district, was 
continued until tomorrow. It was in connec- 
tion with the first trial of Alongi that Judge 
Landis received a Black Hand letter threat- 
ening him with death if Alongi is convicted. 

It is the belief of the government that 6 
juror on the first Alongi trial also received a 
threat from the fact that the jury stood 11 
to 1 for conviction. To prevent another such 
occurence the names of veniremen who have 
been drawn for the second trial is being kept 
secret.

county agents office alone has been 
so inflated by the appointment of “ special 
assistants and special investigators "’ 
that the annual payroll now exceeds $67,000. 
This $67,000 in salaries is expended for the 
Purpose of distributing only $166,000 in re- 
lief.

These facts were testified to shortly before 
the committee adjourned over to Saturday 
ivrning. Earlier in the day John Weich, 
formerly supervisor at.Dunnirg and Oak 
Forest, who wae discharged Feb. 4, not fur- 
nished with charges until Maron 6G, and denied 
a hearing until April 14, gave cross examiners 
a merry chase.

El Paso. Tex., April 3—On the surface, 
peace negotiations did not appear to make 
much progress today between the insurrectos 
and the Mexican federala, but developments 
came to light that promise much in the next 
few days. 

It is known that Franciseo L Madero, pro- 
visional president,“ has not been heard from 
regarding the proposals of the Mexican gov- 
erament, and until he can be heard from ne- 
gotiations are impossible. All efforts now 
are bending toward arranging a meeting in 
this city between Francisco I. Madero Jr. 
and others, with representatives of the Mex- 
ican government. 

To make this possible, imnmrunity from ar- 
rest must be granted Madero by the United 
States, as a warrant ‘s out for his arrest on 
a charge of violating the neutrality laws. 

The next step will be to secure safe trans- 
portation for Madero to N Paso from the 
Mexican federal government. It ie known 
that such e proposition has been made.

Four exhibitions will open with a recep- 
tion at the Art institute this evening, the fif- 
teenth annual exhibition of the Society of 
Western Artists, one of works by American

Cox. 
Mr. Cox is one of the best known mural 


| painters in the country, and his easel pictures, 


of which sixteen are shown, are strongly in- 
fluenced by the rather cold and formal clasa- 
icism which he has followed in the library 
of congress, the capitols of lowa and Min- 
nesota, and elsewhere. The subjects are 
partly allegorical, as in Hope and Mem- 
ory and Plenty.“ and that high comedy, 
„Fall and Expuision,” and there are six 
portraits, a fine landscape, two or three 
nudes, and one grave subject, The Harp 
Player.“ 
Portraits Show to Advantage. 

It is in the portraits that Mr. Cox escapes 
occasionally from the formalism of his deo- 
orative style into greater ease and freedom. 
The profile head of Maxwell Parish is per- 
haps the best thing in the room, @ virile, vital, 
sensitive handling of an interesting subject. 

That of Cass Gilbert is powerfully realistio, 
but less syanpathetically felt than the other. 
The nudes and allegories too elaborate, even 
taking for granted this artist's rather stoical 
artistic temperament. They are, of course, 
well drawa, and the color is clear and gtrong, 
with am effect as of painted marble.

RUNE PIB IL. — One- half pound of 10 cent 
prunes, one-third cup sugar, one table- 
spoon lemon juice, one and a half tea- 
spoons of butter, one tablespoon of flour. 
Wash prunes and soak in enough water 

to cover. Cook in same water untfl soft. Re- 
move stones and cut in pieces. Mix with 
sugar and lemon juice. Cook juice down to 
one and a half teaspoons. Line pie tin with 
crust and put in prunes, pour over them the 
juice, dot with butter and dredge with the 
tablespoon of flour. Put on upper crust and 
bake in quick oven. Pie Crust: One and a 
fourth cups of flour, pinch of salt, one-half 
cup of lard, one-fourth cup of ice water. Cut 
lard into flour with knife until finé Pour in 
water gradually and mix, using the hands as 
little as possible. Roll to fit pan. Enough 
for two erusts.— Mrs. S. G. Harding, 2861 Bur- 
ling street.

N “Smith” Mr. Ma finds an outlet for 
his habit of facile nit tur in the adventures 
of Thomas Freeman, a wholesome farming 
gentleman of Rhodesia, within a certain sec- 
tion of the sexless set of London. Sexless 

set, as described by Mr. Freeman—emboadied in 
the accurate person of Mr. John Drew—defines 
those abnormal men and women who are too 
nice to be wicked—whose worst vice is cigarets 
and whose chief passion is bridge. Mr. Freeman, 
full of South African mental and physica! virility, 
believes that among decent, healthy folk friend- 
ship between the sexes is impossible. So he 
views with alarm and disgust the goings-on of 
bis favorite sister, who since her marriage to 4 
respectable London solicitor has achieved a 
“tame cat” and other impedimenta of the quasi- 
fashionable London woman of the stage. 
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Mr. Drew, bronzed a bit and giving evidence of 
muscular prestige, impersonates Mr. Freeman as 
if he himself always had led the life of the 
husbandman, fed by the bounty of earth and 
sweetened by the airs of heaven. He is a husky 
Rhodesian—so stalwart, in fact, that in order to 
impress Smith, the parlor maid, he pulls with 
some ease the stubborn cork of a bottle of hock 
—a task in which Fletcher, the porter, had 
failed lamentably. This appareritly minor ex- 
hibition of vigor is, if one may be technical, the 
climax of tne play, For Mr. Freeman had be- 
Gome enamored of Smith, and it seemed, that 
Fletcher's strength was the ohief obstacle in the 
way of his perfectly proper advances. Mr. 
Freeman, it should be explained, had returned 
to London to get farming appliances, and in his 
shopping list was, item, a wife.

Smith was rather a pretty creature, with 
blonde hair, pink cheeks, and a trim figure. De- 
picted by Miss Mary Boland, she fulfilled this 
formula emphatically. A trifle too much the 
servant, perhaps, in a comedy no more exacting 
than “Smith,” her forced fidelity to type led 
to grave apprehension concerning the events in 
South Africa subsequent to the felicitous denoue- 
ment.

Washington, D. C., April 3—The attempt 
to put the ban on cut rates in proprieta:y 
medicines was disapproved today by the Su- 
preme court of the United States on the 
ground thet it would afford the manufac 
turers of medicine an unlawful monopoly. 

The question of the right of a manufac- 
ture to control the price of his article to 
the consumer arose in a suit begun by the 
Dr. Miles Medical company of Dikhert, Ind. 
to restrain the John D. Park & Sons com- 
pany, a wholesale firm in Cincinnati, from 
inducing dealers who had bought medicines 
from the manufacturer to sell to the whole- 
sale firm in violation of @ contract with the 
manufacturer. 


Lower Oourt Ruling Upheld. 
Justice Lurton, when a judge in the Circult 
court, refused to grant the injunctions 
@ought. He said the manufacturer of med!- 
cines under a secret formula had a right to 
@ monopoly of manufacture until the formula 
was discovered by fair means but the courts 
could not insure him the “ unnecessary mo-

Monoply of Sale Opposed.

FIRST ALASKA COAL LANDS 
CASE LOST BY GOVERNMENT. 


Judge, Although Refusing to Order 
Acquittal, Sustains All Vital Points

Seattle, Wash., April 8—The government 
today lost its first battle in the effort to pun- 
ish the alleged fraudulent locators of Alaska 
coal lands. Jucge Hanford, in the United 
States District court, although he overruled 
the motion to instruct the jury te acquit 
Charies F. Mundy, E. -E. Stegley, and Archie 
Shiels, sustained al) the vital points contend- 
ed for by the defer‘ants.

Ed Walsh Throws Light on First 
Defeat of Team; He Has 
Musical Aspirations.

Quincy, III., April 3.—[Special.]—While 
President Harry Hofer of the Quincy club 
and local baseball fans spent the day won- 
dering and worrying about what league if 
any they would be in tomorrow, the White 
Box premiers put in a damp solid day won- 
dering when they would play another ball 
game. 

It has been doing things inimical to base 
ball here for nearly twenty-four hours and at 
the time of handing this to the wireless 
operator” there was little hope of a change 
of weather diet for another twenty-four hour 
period at least.

Outlook Not Bright. 

The outlook is so bad for the immediate 
future that several of the players whose 
homes or families are in Chicago got busy 
with railroad schedules and with excuses for 
running into Chicago tonight to rejoin the 
team on Wednesday in Springfield. None of 
them found a palaver that would get by 
Manager Duffy without being flagged. 

The Sox leader intended to ask for Paul 
Molly Meloan to play with the premiers in 
the state capital on Wednesday as an addi- 
tional drawing card, but the doubtful weather 
outlook convinced the boss it probably would 
be a useless expense to bring the former 
Bpringfield slugger all the way from Sioux 
City for a perhaps game. The Sox are in 
such shape that they can stand a day or 
two of rest without seriously impairing their 
pennant chances; nevertheless, the manager 
ip quietly fretting over the change in 
weather. The players themseives are sore 
over yesterday's defeat, as they stoéd a good 
chance to go into Chicago with an unbeaten 
training trip record, and that would help 
some temporarily.

REACH VERDICT IN 
THREE EYES ROW 


National Commission Rules to 
Retain Waterloo in the 
League Circuit. 


HOLD 8 HOUR SESSION. 


BY HANDY ANDY. 

The national commission, after hearing 
eight hours of argument by the northern and 
southern factions of the Three Eyes league, 
yesterday upheld the finding of the national 
board of arbitration and decided that the 
circuit this season should remain intact. 

This is a signal victory for Waterloo, Du- 
buque, Davenport, and Rock Island in their 
long fight to retain the former club in the 
circuit. They have demanded and received 
the protection of the civil courts, the minor 
league body and the national commission. 

The winning of their contention leaves 
Quincy out in the cold—at least for the pres- 
ent—in so far &s the team has any league 
connection. That there will be a fight on 
the part of President Hofer of Quincy was 
the consensus of opinion amopg the mag- 
nates at the meeting. Several angles pre- 
sent themselves to the Quincy magnate as a 
solution of his difficulties, among them be- 
ing an appeal to the national commission 
asking that the property rights of the club 
be protected and a federal injunction against 
the Three Eyes league. 


Herrmann States Decision. 

Believing there was no chance of getting 
the northern clubs to agree to the ten club 
plan, the commission proceeded to give its 
finding through the chairman. 

“ We believe,” said Mr. Herrmann, that 
President Tearney, while he has made one or 
two parliamentary mistakes, such as is made 
by many men every day, including Speaker 
Cannon. of the house of representatives, that 
he has been fair,square, and above board in all 
his dealings with the league, and that he be- 
lieved he was right in all of his cohtentions. 

„Passing on to the main Issue before this 
commission: Asin our former finding, the 
members urgently have requested that the 
magnates of your league get together and 
form a ten club circuit which they believe is 
for your best Interests. 

“It appears you ate unable to doso. This 

being the case there is nothing for this com- 
mission to do but to rule that you shall go 
along for this year with eight clubs, the same 
thet formed your circuit in 1910. 
„The commission, therefore, asks Presi- 
dent Tearney to calla meeting of theclubs at 
which time a committee shall get together 
and draw a schedule, If this schedule cannot 
be agreed upon, it then will be the duty of 
President Tearney to appoint some one to 
draw up a schedule which shall be final and 
binding on the teams in your league. 

“Ae far as the status of Quincy is con- 
cerned, we have suggested a simple way to 
solve it without result. We cannot tell what 
Quincy may do, but it probably will use its 
prerogative of to the National com-
